The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner found no 
teaching in the prior art that would render obvious the claimed method and apparatus for 
determining location in a satellite communication system including "measuring a time difference 
between the first synchronization pulse and the second synchronization pulse, and determining a 
substantial longitudinal line based on which synchronization pulse between the first and second 
synchronization pulse is received first at the receiver and the time difference measured", claim 1, 
"a counter for measuring a first delay between the first synchronization pulse and the second 
synchronization pulse and for measuring a second delay between one of the first synchronization 
pulse or the second synchronization pulse and the third synchronization pulse, and a processor for 
determining an first constant delay line based on the first delay and for determining a second 
constant delay line based on the second delay", claim 14, "an accurate clock in a receiver, wherein 
the accuracy of the accurate clock is sufficient to determine the delay between the synchronization 
pulse from the first satellite and time reference from the accurate clock determined at the 
receiver", claim 22, "a counter for measuring a first delay between the first synchronization pulse 
and the second synchronization pulse and for measuring a second delay between one of the first 
synchronization pulse or the second synchronization pulse and a time reference obtained from the 
accurate local clock, and a processor for determining an first constant delay line based on the first 
delay and for determining a second constant delay line based on the second delay", claim 24.
